Charitably-disposed citizens of Ed- 
monton, as of all other communities are 
just now taking thought as to how much 
they can spare in response to the appeals 
which are being made for funds with 
which to spread Christmas cheer among 
those in less favored circumstances, and 
to which of the funds they will make con- 
tributions. The deserving causes are 
many, and it is to be hoped that in each 
case the funds provided will be in keeping 
with the unusual circumstances of the 
time. 

But there is one appeal that has a pe- 
culiarly strong claim upon everyone who 
is in position to make a contribution, large 
or small. Over at the University hospital 
there are one hundred and three men who 
are still bedridden as the result of the part 
they played in the war which ended twelve 
years ago. That is a long period in the 
lifetime of a well person. It must seem 
an eternity to a man who has to spend it 
in a hospital cot. 

There is little that the public can do 
for these men who are paying the contin- 
uing price of the service they rendered. 
But there must be no lack of effort to sur- 
round them at the Christmas time with 


all the comforts and cheer that money can ° 


buy or kindly attention give. 
HUSTLING OUT THE GRAIN 


Up to Wednesday last, more than 24,- 
000,000 bushels of grain had been shipped 
this season from Vancouver, against less 
than 11,000,000 bushels in the correspond- 
ing period a year ago. 

The notion that low prices and slug- 
gish oversea demand have checked the 
grain movement, very plainly does not ap- 
ply to the movement through the Pacific 
port, since shipments from that point 
total twice the amount exported last year 
when wheat was worth double the price. 

It is noted that an exceptionally large 
proportion of this season’s grain has been 
loaded by liners carrying passengers and 
general merchandise, and operating to 
Europe and the Orient. Fewer vessels 
than usual have come into port seeking 
full cargoes of grain. 

It used to be claimed that Vancouver 
could never be a great grain port, for two 
reasons. It was too far from Europe for 
freighters to make the voyage for the sole 


purpose of loading grain. And there were ° 


not enough passenger and freight liners 
routed to the port to carry away any con- 
siderable quantity as “package” freight. 

The first supposition was exploded long 
ago, The second one is evidently also be- 
ing destroyed by the growing number of 
passenger and general freight ships which 
now make Vancouver a regular port of 
call, and which take on grain to fill up 
empty space, 


THE GREAT OAT COUNTRY 


While exhibitors from western Canada 
did not succeed in capturing the highest 
awards at Chicago in either of the two oat 
classes in which their exhibits were en- 
tered, they made a showing that is high- 
ly creditable to themselves, and which 
also indicates the generally favorable con- 
ditions throughout these provinces for the 
production of this premier feed crop 
* Following is a list of Canadian winners 
in the oat competitions: Nels Linden of 
Wetaskiwin, Alta., third; George Avery of 
Kelso, Sask,, fourth; Herman Trelle of 
Wembley, Alta., fifth; J. H. B. Smith of 
Wolf Creek, Alta., seventh; P. I. Bose of 
Notre Dame des Lourdes, Man., eighth; 
William Rogers of Tappan, B.C., tenth; 
Denowski and son of Killaley, Sask., 
twelfth; Norman J. Rust of Millicent, 
Alta., thirteenth; H. K. Hodgins of Carp, 
Ont., fourteenth; L. J. M tchell of Roblin, 
Man., fifteenth; N. Ray MecCollom of 
Smithville, Ont., seventeenth; William 
Batten of Burgesville, Ont., eighteenth;

Canadians thus carried off fourteen 
out of the first twenty prizes offered, six 
only going to the United States or other 
countries. Of the fourteen, western Can- 
ada captured eleven. Four of these went 
to Alberta exhibitors, including the high- 
est award, third, won by a Canadian, 

Western Canada need offer no apol- 
ogies for this demonstration of the oat- 
producing qualities of its soil and climate, 
particularly in a year when the growing 
conditions were not normally favorable 


for that class of grain. 


A NATIONAL DISGRACE 


The Mounted Police Veterans Asso- 
ciation is taking further steps to ur 
that a revision of the pension law be made 
which will put the old-timer of the force 
on the same footing as the one who re- 
tired in recent years. Just why a pro- 
longed agitation should have been necess- 
ary to bring about so obviously fair a re- 
adjustment it is difficult to understand. 

Parliament at last session overhauled 
the law to the extent of making men who 
served during the years from 1919 to 1924 
eligible for the same pension scale as men 
retiring in subsequent years. But for 
some reason the surviving pioneers of the 
force were passed over, and left to strug- 
gle along as they may on pensions whic 
may once have been reasonably adequate, 
but which are now hopelessly out of bal- 
ance with the cost of living. 

It would be interesting to know just 
how parliament reached the conclusion 
that a man who finished his term and quit 
the force twenty-five or thirty years ago 
can live decently on less money than is 
required by the man who retired at a 
later date, or how a veteran who is sixty 
or seventy years of age is less in need of 
a pension than one who is still in the 
prime of life. 

The treatment that has been accorded 
these old-time members of the famous 
“Mounties” is something of which Canada 
has no reason to be proud. Fortunately, 
it is an injustice which the public would 
heartily approve being rectified without 
further loss of time, and in full. The next 


session of parliament should be the last 
at which these deserving men will have to 
ask for justice from the country they 
served in a vital way, under conditions of 
unusual difficulty, and with an efficiency 
that is still the boast of the Canadian pub- 
lic.

FIRST STREET RAILWAY 

On Nov. 26, 1832, the first street railway in 
America opened in New York city. 

The road was known as the New York and Har- 
lem railroad, on which a horse car, much like an old 
English stage coach, ran from Prince street on the 
Bowery to Yorkville and Harlem. 

The first railway followed for some distance the 
route now occupied by the Fourth Avenue railway, 
which still operates under the original charter granted 
in 1831. 

It was operated as a horse caf line until 1837, 
when it was temporarily changed to a steam car line. 
Eight years later the operation of horse cars was re- 
sumed and it remained the only horse car line in 
New York until 1852. 

In 1856 a street railway was first built in Boston, 
and Philadelphia had its first line a year later. Tos 
day virtually all street railways are operated by elec- 
tricity. 


MR, HERTZOG KEPT HIS HEAD 

It is interesting to recall, now the Imperial con- 
ference is over, that Premier Hertzog of South Africa 
was the only premier who did not hint at the break- 
up of the empire if he did not have his own way. On 
the contrary, he declared that before going to London 
the South African delegation had realized the United 
Kingdom had partioular views on the tariff question, 
and these views had been reached after consideration 
of what the British government believed to be in the 
beat interests of its own country 

It must be rather disquieting for supporters of 
Mr. Bennett in Canada to reflect that Mr. Hertzog, 
whom many of them call # rebel, refused to join in 
the move to stampede Britain into a revolution in her 
fisca) policy 

Political leadership in Gouth Africa apparently 
has furnished Mr, Hertzog with a clear conception of 
the rights and responsibilities which partnership in 
the empire entails. He has very definite views on 
the course he thinks his own country should be free 
to pursue; but it is obvious he does not consid«r one 
Dominion has a right to attempt to dictae the 
policies of another—Victoria Times.

Dr. McCoy's menus suggested for the week 
beginning Sunday, December 7th: 

Sunday: Breakfast—Poached egg, served 
on Melba toast; stewed figs. Lunch—Baked 
potato, spinach, raw celery. Dinner—Roast 
chicken or rabbit; creamed cucumbers, string 
beans, salad of diced cocked carrots, green 
peas and chopped cucumber molded in gelatin. 
Apricot whip. 

Monday: Breakfast—Whole wheat mush 
with butter or cream. Lunch—Small Lima 
beans, cooked lettuce, salad of shredded raw 
cabbage and parsley. Dinner—Vegetable soup, 
Salisbury steak, baked tomatoes, celery and 
nut salad (nuts thoroughly toasted), stewed 


apples. 
Tuesday: Breakfast—Coddled eggs, soy 
Lunch—Brus- 
sels sprouts, buttered beets, salad of grated 
raw carrots. Dinner—Roast mutton, mashed 
pumpkin, string beans, salad of head lettuce, 
Pineapple snow. 

Wednesday: Breakfast—French omelet; 
waffle, stewed prunes. Lunch—Whole wheat 
noodles seasoned with butter, spinach, celery. 
Dinner—Roast pork with soy bean muffin 
(left over) dressing; asparagus, McCoy salad. 
Baked pear. 

Thursday: Breakfast — Cottage cheese, 
Melba toast. Baked apple. Lunch—Stewed 
corn, steamed artichokes (canned); salad of 
shredded raw spinach. Dinner—Broiled lamb 
chops, string beans, salad of stuffed celery. 
*Carrot pudding. 

Friday: Breakfast—Poached egg, toasted 
shredded wheat biscuit; stewed figs, Lunch-- 
Cooked carrots and peas; salad of shredded 
lettuce. Dinner—Baked white fish, spinach, 
beets; salad of sliced tomatoes. Jello or Jell- 
well, no cream. 

Saturday: Breakfast—Oatmeal with cream, 
no sugar. Lunch—Baked potato, okra (can- 
ned), salad of chopped cabbage and water- 
cress. Dinner—Broiled steak with mush- 
rooms, cooked lettuce, tomato-spinach-aspar- 
agus salad. Ice cream. 

*Carrot Pudding: Grate a sufficient quan- 
tity of small tender raw carrots and to each 
cupful add one-third cupful of dates that 
have been cut into small pieces. Mix together 
thoroughly and bake in custard cups or a pud- 
ding dish for ten or fifteen minutes under 
cover. Remove from the oven, cover with 
meningue, and return to a slow oven until 
golden brown on top. Serve warm or cold 
with plain or whipped cream.

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On a hot morning in June, 1794, fifty-four per- 
sons were brought before the Tribunal in Paris 
charged with a conspiracy against the revolutionary 
government headed by Robespierre with the intent 
of killing him, 

It was a motley crowd. In it were dukes and 
artisans, ladies and work girls, princes and domestics. 
Not one bit of evidence was produced to show any of 
them had been connected with a conspiracy. But 
the Tribunal was not interested in gullt or innocence. 
After a half hour of consideration it found the whole 


Jot guilty, 
Death was to follow immediately. But more than 
four hours was required to get the prisoners ready 


for execution. They were just being marched out of 
the Conciergerie when the officials remembered that 
it was the rule that such prisoners must wear the 
read shirt of a parricide to the guillotine. For an- 
other hour the unfortunates were subjected to an 
agony of waiting while the red robes were being 
sewed together for their use. 

It was seven o'clock in the evening when they were 
finally conducted to the foot of the guillotine. A 
crowd had gathered to watch the long string of exe- 
cutions. Among them was a revolutionary noted for 
his great strength and his hardened nerves, 

He was proclaiming loudly that he would wager 
anyone that he would be able to watch the killings 
from first to last without flinching No one ac- 
cepted. Time after time the blade fell and he looked 
on steadily. But a horror came too great for even 
this brute to bear. 

A young girl named Nichole, little more than a 
child, st:pped forward and lay down upon the plank. 
Then she looked up at the executioner and asked 
gently—- 

“Am I right this way?” 

The iron-nerved revolutionist reeled and dropped 
in a faint 

Robespierre in his day of power sent hundreds to 
death by execution. Eow different he was then from 
the you hful Robesplerre! He had been educated for 
the law. At the age of 24 he was appointed a judge 
in his native Arras He soon became famous for h's 
clemency, On one occasion he had no recourse but 
to sentence a man to death. He then resigned, 
stricken with remorse. 

His sister arguing with him that he had only done 
justice to a wicked criminal, he replied, “No doubt 
he was an infamous wretch—still I have been the 
cause of the death of a man.”

It is fashionable among certain 
theorists to poke fun at the con- 
sumptionists as men who are blind 
to the finer values of our civiliza- 
tion and want simply to provide 
money with which the masses can 
buy an increasing volume of stan- 
dardized goods, devoid of good 
taste, just to keep the wheels of in- 
dustry turning. 

This is, I think, a narrow and 
sterile view, If that were all con- 
sumptionism might mean, I should 
be among the first to join its 
critica. 

But with a large proportion of 
human beings living but little above 
the subsistence level. I think only the 
blind or the insensitive will say that 
a policy of consumptionism that | 
will lift the level of material well- 
being is materialistic.

The general practice of or- 
ators indicates that it is eas- 
jer to reach the greatest 
heights of eloquence in a 
lengthy than in a_ short 
speech. But the most exalted 
kind, finds no fatal enemy in 
brevity. Only two examples 
need be quoted: The most 
famous speech of Pericles and 
that of Lincoln at Gettys- 
burg; and neither took more 
than five minutes to deliver..

ager aap seems to have driftec 
gaily into the Museum of Arts 
fourth floor, Civic block, this week 
for that light and lilting magic tha 
is Walter Phillips radiates the gal 
lery. Added to a goodly collection o! 
water colors and color prints by th 
Winnipeg artist are some fifty colo 
prints from the national gallery 
blocking the walls with such a 
harming color pattern as one has 
not seen for many wintry days. | 
There is something delightfully 
modern about the collection, and a, 
free-hearted feeling of being able to 
enjoy the pictures without going into) 
why's or wherefore's or half-closed | 
eye seances. 


There is some contro-| 
versy over the two methods by which 

nillips works chiefly, and among 
the rapidly growing numbers of his 
admirers a certain amount of dissen- 
tion, Those who consider the wood 
prints far superior to the water 
colors must admit that such lovely; 
things as “Lane in Kildonen,” with 
its soft greens and browns and ex- 
quisite lighting of sun and shadow 
is indeed a very fine study in the 
latter and that “In the Valley of the 
Peaks,’ “Moraine Lake” and other 
mountain water colors he has realized 
fully the poetry of color and line that | 
is peculiarly his own gift. One feels | 
that crystal clear atmosphere of high 
places, and catches the beauty of de- 
tail as in a polished stone reflecting 
a thousand lights. 

The group of prairie scenes, too, 
in water colors, is of a very lovely 
nature. Who but Walter Phillips 
could have invested small prairie 
towns with their elevators and one- 
storey buildings with a feellng of} 
mystic loveliness? Here, again, he 
has effected a feeling of atmosphere 

To those who love his water colors 
best, the swift color moods of his) 
wood prints cannot but make them- 
selves felt. In a number of strange | 
totem poles he has depicted not only 
wooden monuments of the red men, 
but has caught the depth of meaning | 
that they hold, His figure studies 
are quaint and lovely, and in some 
of his few less colorful studies, as in 
“The Red River Road,” he has been; 
able to show greys and greens with- 
out conveying a note of depression. 

One always appreciated the lack of 
anything approaching smudginess or 
lack of clarity in Phillips’ work. | 


National Gallery Prints

clude a number of well-known Eng-| 
lish, Canadian and American artists 
Some of Stanley Turner's decorative 
things, as “Shower” and “Sunshine,” 
are effecive. W. Giles’ “Sacred Pas- 
ures of Clitura” and other works are | 
roothing, and pale and wistful in| 
coloring.

Americans Favor Game 
Being on Program 
1932 Olympiad 


Of interest to all Edmonton basket- 
| ball fans is an article which appears 
in the current issue of the Sports 
Story Magaz ne from the pen of the 
editor, Handley Cross. The article, 
which ‘appears under the caption, 
“Basketball as an Olympic Sport,” 
reads as follows: 

“Basketball coaches and enthusi- 
asts are bringing strong pressure to 
bear on the organizing committee of 
the 1932 Olympic Games to be held 
at Los Angeles, to add basketball to 
| the list of Olymptie sports. The coun- 
try holding the Games has the privi- 
lege of adding two sports to the reg- 
ular Olympic program, and_ there 
seems to be no good reason why the 
United States shouldn't select basket- 
ball as one of them. 

“A comparatively young game, 
basketball has attained major im- 

portance in the last fifteen years. 
| Some 18,000,000 people piay it, and 
in some parts of the country—not- 
ably in Indiana—it ts the most pop- 
| war of all sports. So far back as 
| 1904 there was international bas- 
| ketball competition the German Y. 
| M. ©. A, of Buffalo, New York, 
winning the world’s championship 
at the St. Louls World's Fair. It 
was on the program of the Inter- 
Allied Games held in Paris in 1919, 
an American team winning easily 
from French and Italian teams. 
“The chief objection made to bas- 


ketba'l as an Olympic sport is that it} 


probab'y would result in a walkover 
for an American team. That probably 
is true 
a real world sport 
be on its way 


and it seems to 
to becoming one—in- 
ternational competition is necessary 
for the development of 
teams in foreign countries 

“Another objection made ts that 
there probably would be few foreign 


entries, But it is doubtful if this 
objection is sound, The game is 
played in eighteen countries, and 


has developed rapidly in several of 
them. Canada has many strong 
teams—and don't forgt that the 
Commercial Grads, of Edmonton, 
still hold the women’s champion- 
ship of the world. A lot of basket- 
ball is being played in France, and 
some strong teams have been devel- 
| oped. Poland also has some good 
| teams, The game is growing in 
| popularity in Mexico, Japan and 


several South American countries,

to send teams to Los Angeles, but it 
seems certain that enough of them
